It has
been observed thnt children who are taken
care ot by their parents undressed and put
to bed by tbem; and by tbem dressed in the
mornintr. and Kent under a lovinor mothers

r eve during the duv arc. as a general thing.
lur more neultuy, good tempered and intelli
gent tuan sucn as are leit almost exclusively
to the care of servants. In addition to this it
must be remembered that most of the acci
dents which happen to children, whereby
they are seriously injured,, and sometimes
crippled, maimed or rendorer) Idiotic, occur
through the negligence of those in . whose
care they are left by unthinking or unloving
parents. Parents who love their children
would do well to give these statements tmsir
earnest consideration; for, if they are trite,
tje facts on which they are predicated lie at
the very basis of domestic well-bein- g and
nappiness.

A Drawback to Our Trade About to bi
Removed. One of the greatest drawbacks to
international trade between the United States
and Canada is about to be overcome. Tbe
people of ths Lower Province have been work-
ing for yeais to secure the freedom of the St.
Lawrence to American fishermen, hoping
thereby to induce them to make that locality
their This movement has
been opposed by the Upper Province, for the
reason that the movement would tend to
advance trade in the Lower to the detriment
of the Upper. It is now proposed by the
Canadian Government to create a free port at
Hault St. Marie, and another upon the St.
Lawrence. That at St. Marie would divert
the Red River lumber trade from taking an
American route by opening a free Canadian
trade, and that upon the St. Lawrence would
secure Urge American patronage Both Pro-
vinces agree now upon the measure, and it

selves of all the modern improved methods
of travel, and keer) nar at Intuit, with nther
cities of the same class.

W bile w fclgmy Mtpect the opinions of
the opponents of th street railroad and
bridge ordinance, upon Which a tot of tbe
people is soon to be taken, We yet hate to
learn of oh solid reason upon which their
opposition is grounded, while we believe that
every dictate of policy urges its adoption.

His known that the city now owns (100,000
of stock in the bridge, on which they are
paying interest, ru or wtiicn will be utterly
worthless unless ths, work 1 completed.
When tills is done, there is no doubt of a
yield of at least twelve per cent, on the capi-
tal stock, which would produce a revenue of
$12,000 toward defraying the expenses of ths
city. The question is not whether this stock
snail pe taken, for that bs already been
donebut simply whether, without any ad-
ditional cost to the city, that amount shall be
iartd.

Its adoption will raise the value of prop
erty atld increase our population, and it is
tne only war that we will be enabled to com-
pete with the other suburbs of Cincinnati.
Population trill ollov) tht litut of itretl rail-
road. -

It will bring capital here from abroad,
which is now seeking investment, ana
thereby give emolovment to Bach as are now
untrilltnglf idle, provided thetebe any, which
wo aoaut. ' ;

The principal arguments of those opposed
to the measure, are: First It will have the
effect to destroy tht drayinff alid .hotel
interest of the city; second It will grant
away a valuable franchise worth at least one
muuon oi uonnrs; intra ina roaas win
never pay, and the capital invested in them
will be lost.

With reference to the first of these objec
tions, we would say that it is the same that
has been urged against every improvement
that has ever been introduced, whether in
agriculture, mechanics, or anv thino- - else.
It, however, has no foundation: but on the
other hand, labor-savin- g machinery only
changes the channel of employment, but
noes noi destroy a. ine tendency ol the
times is to remove physical drudgery, and
supply mental labor. When it was proposed
to introduce steam-printi- presses into the
office of the London Timet, the pressmen
mreaienea 10 destroy tnem; Dy aaroitness on
the part ofthe managers, however, a riot was
prevented, and the experiment proved suc-
cessful. The consequence was, that the cost
of physical labor being reduced, the Timet
was enabled to add to its editorial force,

Take the New York papers the TViViuna
for instance with an aggregate circulation
of 275,000 copies, including the daily, weekly,
and y. It employs twenty editors.
thirty clerks, sixty compositors, and ten or
twelve pressmen, besides numerous others,
amounting in all to about two hundred and
fifty, uimose the same rtaner vprs wnrlrprl
off "by band, and folded by hand, and the pub- -
unuera were cuiupeiiea 10 sen ine weeKiy at

5 per year, and the daily at $25 in order to
defray expenses, does any one suppose that
there would be fifty men. nil told who. mnlH
find employment hi the office? While the
freater part of those employed would be at

labor, whereas now there are
none ot that class. The introduction of steam
naa increased and elevated labor.

We might enumerate hundreds of other in
stances in almost every branch of business,
dui win content ourselves witn one. sewing
machines, it was said, would throw thousands
of females out of employment and compel
inetn mj starve, or uuto reiuge in prostitution:
ret tney were introduced, and tne lemalcs
hat were wont to labor sixteen hours in the

day. are not prostitutes, but are in
more remunerative ana less laborious occu
pations.

As long as there are menial or laborious
pursuits, mere will be those who will engage
in them. Remove theBe. and these same
men will seek and obtain a less arduous call-
ing. We have three or four hotel keepers
who are largely interested in the cattle and
hog trade; but we must not sacrifice the com-
mon good for theirs. There are probably fifty
drivers of draysand expresses, who are work-
ing at from seventy-fiv- e cents to one dollar per
day, all of whom could find ample employ-
ment at an advance of fifty or one hundred
per cent, as builders, &c, if they would turn
their attention thnt way, under the new
emigration induced by the introduction of
street railroads.

With reference to the second objection,
it is, we think, completely annihilated by the
third. But ii really the company is to make
so much, Covington, as one of the largest
shareholders, will reap proportionate profits.
If there is any danger of the receipts being
too large, let a section be introduced into the
ordinance empowering Council to reduce the
fare at stated periods, and not require an
enormous per capita tax upon the passengers,
thereby beeping onoruus burdens upon the
poor, who are the chief patrons of the road,
while the rich, who ride in carriages, are free
from them. There are no more reasons why
a man should be taxed for riding in a cur
than in a carriage.

The supposition that the investment would
not pay, is not entirely futile. If the enter-
prise did prove a failure, in what wav would
the city be in a worse condition than at pres-
ent? It is asked to take no new stock in the
bridge and road, which it is proposed to con-
solidate. If private capital is sunk, it will
not injure the city. If the ordinance pro-
posed to increase the stock of the municipolty,
the question would be presented in au en
tirely ditlerent aspect, z ten, there might be
chances of additional loss: but now. there it.
there can be, none. If there are any advan
tages to be reaped. Covington, tnrougn its old
capital, will have its share: if there be losses.
it will incur none other than the ones it has
already sustained. . - i ;

A Recreant Husband Atteiipth to Shoot
his Wife. Yesterday afternoon about three
o'clock, a man named Frank Bowen crossed
the river from Cincinnati, and stationed him-
self on Scott-stree- t, a short distance from the
forry landing, as if awaiting some friend. In
a short time a female approached him, and
between the two a spirited conversation com-
menced, which lasted for some minutes, when
Bowen drew a revolver and fired M ber, the
ball grazing her back. The alarm brought
Marshal McLaughlin, and some others has-
tened to the spot, who secured him and
lodged him in jail.

The statement of this woman, who proved
to be his wife, is that they had, duriug the
winter, been boarding at the Oregon House,
in Cincinnati, that he had become entirely
reckless, and that, for a week past, she bad
refused to see him, but by some means
had learned of her visit to Covington, and
intercepted ner, requesting ner to again live
with him, which she positively refused to do,
when he drew a pistol and fired at her.

A Delightful Visit to Tivoli-T- he Appearance

and Capacity of the Italians.
Harriet Bcecher Stowe, in the last number

of the New York Independent, thus relates
ber impressions of a day passed at Tivoli,
near Rome:

Tivoli is a representative Italian village,
with streets dirtier than the back alleys of
New York at their dirtiest hour in the day,
and smelling so that one's hand instinctively
goes up to one's nose at the thought.

fat hands after a filthy cabbage stump. One
child, in a lit of temper, was lying flat on its
face in the dirt, kicking and screaming,
while parents and elder children appeared
unitedlv to expostulate.

The Italians are an ainianie,
people, and amid all tbe dirt, and tilth, and
disgusting sights and smells of their streets.
vou see no a run Ken men, no quarreling nna
righting, such us appul one in Glasgow, lCdiu- -
uurgn, or Lionaon. ine women aaacxiuuren
Innkerl tno well fed. tha clothes, thoucrh
coarse, were patched and mended, and amply
sumcient tor purposes oi protection,
and almost every woman wore In ber ears
massive f;o'd s. Spite too of

and foul air, they are a fine look-
ing race. Everybody begs father, mother,
children, down to the babv in arms, who is
tnucrht as a first accomplishment to whimper
and put out its tat bands in an impressive
manner; and frequently our war was beset
by boys and girls that neither filth nor rags
eouta atsngure sucn nne,ciear,Dronze cneena,
such active limns, sucn curling black nair,
and, above all, such glorious eyes, dark and
starry wnn sucn velvet aeptns oi softness.
Verily, if one ever gets tired of hearing of
Sunday-school- s, and tracts, and Bible-class-

in America, wnere mere is a sort ot spiritual
surfeit of good things, let them come and see
these children that crow un without them.
If they had the third, or even the hundredth
part of the chance that our American boys
and girls get, what splendid men and women
tliev mitmt make. Ours are stuffed and
these are starved, and as they hung round the
carriage ana o?ggea, my soui yearnea to use
tbem boany ana put tnem aown in a lana
where school-bous- e doors are open freely to
ererv child. Certain are we that we should
soon bear of talent and geniuB developing
union cr these Italian children, liut beside
tne cnuaren. oroiessea occErars oi every ae
gree crowded round; showing the sores and
deformities which were their stock in trade;
aud we descended at our hotel door in
Hock of tatered scarecrows that reminded
one of ravens. We made our way throuerh
them all to the ruined temple of the Sybil, that
stands on the edge ot the beautuui gorge
down which dashes one of the loveliest cas
cades in the world. For Itally, the paved
space around the little temple was literally
clean, so that one could think of one's dinner
without risings of tbe stomach, which is
more than one can say tor most show places.
Soon our table was spread; and in view of
the clouds or nuuoow spray, ana oi tne sil
very, banks, we sat ana took
a merry lunch. Then for the scramble down
a long, winding path, fringed with myrtle
and interlaced with ivy and gemmed with
flowers, showing at every turn new points of
tairy-lik- e beauty tnrougn long grottoes.

and black marble, from the rows where peas
wars thriving on a portion of the vast area.
For Adrian s Villa was a sort of city
